A great deal has been sald and
mucli hag been done to solve the
problem of the prisoner who has been
couvicted of crime nad Is serving his
sentence oo penasl fnstitution. Some
of the efforts to better conditions have
been well meaning enough, but they
have not always been rooted In sound
judgment or earrled oul with sound
COMMoNn Henge,

It muy bo laid down as o fundamen-

tul prineiple of safe unrl orderly gov-
ernmeat that erime mubt be punished,
for only thus can soclely be preserved
i il progress w higher leveis of
living. Kldness to prisoners and bet-
ter treatment of them in the way of
fmproved methods of dietetics, sanita-
tion ead woral instruction, have been
tried and have proven eminently sue-
cessful,  These efforts In the  main
fhiave been as the seed the husband-
man sowetd on good ground, muaturing
rapidly Into & bountiful and satisfac-
tory harvest,

There I one method of reaching the
prisoner—und the most promising In
our judgmont—that has be~ the least
tried of all reform ldeas. What we
maoan Is the efforl to befriend the man
whom the law has published with
stripes at the time when hoe  most
needs ft—when he finishes his term
in prison and is ready to be turned
out Into the world whose Iaws he
has violated. 1f he ever needs a
fri_nd, It 18 at this tlme, end soma
few of the states have employed true
and experlenced men to look after
prisone:s going out from prison walls,
to get them Jobs, to revive confldence
In their henrts, to establish friendly
relatlons with other men, and to start
them again In the world as men to
be judged alone by the worthiness of
thelr deeds.

The machinery of our courts grind-
slowly but surely, sending men by
the scores to prisons for their iois-
deedp. This I8 necessary for soclety's
protection, but generally the prison-
er's mornl Welfare Is lost sight of aa
soon as his conviction is obtalned and
the majesty of the law vindleated. To
reclafm him before his tlme i up, or
when it ends, is o problem that ought
to command the best thought and the
warmest support all good citizens,
and o sincere, honest and unceasing
sffort should be made to give the
Jown-and-out, \'vl.mt he most needs—
friends who will splck’ to him with
more than cold I.lp service,

Tho nct passed by the last general
nssembly, erepting e stale boara of
clmrltlea and curraclian§ will ' take
up this linportant work, It {8 to be
hoped, and, organize it upon an ef-
fictent and practical basis. It may be
that man's inhumanity to man makes
countless thousands mourn, but just
ng cartalu it is that man’'s humanity
to man will atlr the wellspringa of
shattered char wter'in the: hearts of
men wao have broken the law and
start them on,ihg high' road to de-
cent and upright living. ‘

"Back to the land” is a ery that
has bLeen shouted through megaphones
and heralded with the beating of tom-
toms for a long time by those who
are deeply concerned over ‘the grad-
uwial movement of people from the
rural districts to the eitles. That the
ery has not been heeded to any con-
slderable extent, {8 causing eccono-
mists 10 put on thelr thinking caps
nul try to figure ont the resson that
thelr words have falen on unrespon-
slve cars,

The reason Is apparent to those
who stop to think. People are not
going to leave the easlor life of the
city to go back to the farms uatil the
opportunities on the farms are as in-
viting as they are in town, or un:il
the prospect of making conditlons as
bright or brighicer are skown moro
conclusively than they are today.

Agriculture {3 undergoing a slow
revolutlon, but only the surface has
heen touched, as It were, in stirring
up the rich soil of progress, If pres-
ent activities continue as they are
now belng conducted in this and other
states, the turning point will soon b2
reached, and then men and women,
especially the younger set, will be
cager to go to the farms where more
freedom, more advantages of a health-
fer sort, and more genuine happiness
can be enjoyed. This time will come,
but it has not yet arrived,

High-sounding words and iridescent
pen pictures are too often employed
to paint conditfons that do not exiat,
and this hablt of glosslng over the

truth bas been hurtful. Farm 1life
must be made profliable and more nt-

tractlve, for upon its full development
depends our prosperity as o people.
Will we lot it come in South Carolina,
or will we permit it to be held in
check by renctionary forces?

PREJUDICE

Some obscure early English writer
speaks .of prejudice as the child of
Ignorance. Iils definltion Is slmpler
and more to the point than the ones
in the dictlonary, for it hits the nail
squarcly on the head while the learn-
¢l men who compile our word vocab-
ularies usually miss the mark and
brulse thelr thumbs in trylng to con-
vey to us the subtletles of meaning.

Prejudice stalks hls brazen form in-
to the church, into every social gath-
erlng, Into politics, and into all hu-
man efforts especlally that are di-
rected toward the accomplishment of
good, The best of men fall a victim

‘to its baneful Influence, and, as for

the women—oh, well, we don’t want
to stir up anything just at this time.
‘When the war 18 over, we will borrow
o sheet or two of armor plate and
whisper a few things from a distance
anent this phase of the subject.
Prejudice has a full opportulty for
the display of its talents in political
lite. If prejudice rules your actlons
and you beleng to a factlon, or if you
are a dyed-in-the-wool partisan of
some skilful and magnetic apostle of
the wind, all that your faction or
friend does has the stamp -~f right-
eousness upon it, signed, sealad and
dellvered. But if the wicked party on
the other side should happen to pass
out certified checks when the gome
Is rained out, or if by some magic of
government he should open the treas-
ury and nay von flva dollare a nouned
for your dogtail cotton, you would
lose your religion In showerinz upon
him a deluge of abuse smelling of
brimestoné—all because he - is your
“énemy.” You would see him way
down in some naughty place before
you would admit that he dida't -have
horns and ‘hoofs a shade more hor-
rible than the gentleman who reigns
over the place you referred to. 5
You" would  be honest—how right-
eslusly honest you would bel—and
you ¢ouldn’'t be made to seo but one
way even if truth should rise up and
show you n diagram of your error,
Prejndice makes a man blind to his
own faults, but ‘magnifies the little
shortcomings of others into acis ‘of
supreme tmsedy and iujnatlae.

HERNCHINA
BALKS AT PLAN
FOR MONARCHY

Canton, China, Sept. 5.—Southern
China does not tuke kindly to the
movement to saake Yuun Shi-kal em-
peror. Southern China, In fact, sel-
dom takes kindly to any maovament
emanating from the northern part of
the republic.  But tie restoration of
the cmplre is o project espeeclally dis-
tasteful to the great commercinl cen-
ter of southern China. Most 'of Lhe
wealth of China is centered here and
in Hong Kong and Shanghal. The
Cantonese have always been ex-
tremely indenendent. Thiey financed
wnd encouraged the Ilwo recent revo-
lutions.

Muny progressive Cantonese have
become extremely wealthy through
the development of the mines In the
Stralt settlements, Others have
mude great fortunes in Jave, And
most of the wealthy Chiness In  tle
United Siates are from the Canton
neighborliood. Many of these moen,
are reformers who back their views
with money.

Even before the society for the
preservation of peace set forth its
plan for th. restoration of the em-
pire, there wans extreme dissatisfac-
tion with General Lung, the military
goyernor named by Presldent Yuan
Shi-kal to direct affairs In Canton.
War conditlons made bueiness bad.
Then the flovds came and intensified
the unrest. While inspecting the
damages done by the flood, General
Lung was Injured by n bomb hurled
at him by a reformer. A few days
later two bombs were found in his
fiouse which had been smuggled In by
a cook bribed by rcformers.

General Lung has 25,000 troops In
the vicinit yof Canton and the Yuan
Shi-kal government has been able to
pay them regularly so far. But In
China ahtre is nlways the danger that
an enemy will ofter more money and
win away the military and. naval
forces. This happened before in Can-
ton, and if e wealthy relormers wersa
to advance suflicient money to finance
the opponents of the imperial move-
xent foreigners Yesiding here are
apprehensive of the results, .

Southern China has been under the
influence of Hong Kong so long, and
through its extensive foreign trade
is so closely in touch with the oul-
slde world, that it resents the domi-
nation of northern Cliua. The de-
sire for a, separater government in
Southern China is always uppermost
‘in the minds of the reform element.
Reformers seek every cxouse to ad-
vance their views and are selzing up-
on Uie movement to restore the em-
pire a: a reason for revivicg their
eﬂ'mlﬂ to lhrow off the control of

-what they regard ad the more bock-

ward section of tha country.. .

Shanghal, Nanking, Hn.nkaw and
the other cities along the Yang-tsc-
kiang are well under control of the
Peking government. WWarships pat-
rol the Yang-tse-kiang river end it is
easlly accessible by rall from Peking.
The pearl River is more remote. Can-
ton and other cilies along this
stream are not accessible by rail from
Peking, Forts along this river are
located in a densely sottled country,
where there are many reformers who
have in the past selzed the forts and
defeated naval movement agalnst
Canton.,

Every precantion is taken now to
protect Canton against revolutionists,

either by rail or water from Hobg
‘Kong is carefully searched. Chiness
men and. women are exgmined 'thor-
oughly to make sure they have no:fire-
arms nor bombe upon their- persons.

Apparently there Is no elfective
leadership for the sontiment against’
the restoration of tiie emplre. BSun
Yat-sen fis’ thoroughly d!scredimd in
Canton and all southern Chika.
